a line of available products or attributes fix>m a provide and

products diat are not cmrently offered in a Kne of available products or attributes, the 
compilation of selections to be used as maricet research tar a decision of whether to extend a 
product offering to include the list of products or attribute. 

57. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 56, wherein the processor stores 
in a memory of the system a list of unavailable products/attributes. 

58. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 37, wherein the processor displays 
the list of unavailable products/attributes on a visual interface of the system. 

59. (Previously Presented) The system of claim wherein the processor stores in a 
memory of the system a category of design requirements associated with the unavailaibi e

60* (Previously Presented) The system of claim 56, wherein the processor is ^l^ted 
to receive a selection of an tmavailable product/attribute via a selection signal boai a user 
intor&cc selection device of the system; and
